Your local Plant Men - the new Bill & Ben? 
This weekend sees the re-opening of 
The Plant Man nursery, based on the 
outskirts of Market Harborough, near 
Braybrooke. 

Opening its doors five years ago, the nursery 
has quickly gained a reputation in the local 
area for the quality of its plants. The nursery 
was started from scratch 10 years ago by 
owner, Ian Colledge, and trading began in 2010 
by just opening on weekends, to allow Ian to 
continue working at his full-time job (running 
another Garden Centre!). 

‘We weren’t sure it would work when we 
started, because we aren’t on a main road 
and we couldn’t afford to advertise heavily’. 
Friends and family tried to warn Ian that his 
idea might fall at the first hurdle. 

But he needn’t have worried. Ian soon 
decided to push on, to open 7 days a week the 
following year. 

The Plant Man is a traditional nursery, not a 
Garden Centre; they now grow over 100,000 
plants themselves. ‘And we love to give old 
fashioned, personal service’, beams Ian. 

Ian has had a lifelong passion for plants, 


and has an extra-ordinary knowledge of 
the subject. But as the business has grown, 
his small team has constantly struggled to 
keep up. So, in 2014, while still employed 
elsewhere, Ian made the decision to add 
another member to The Plant Man team; his 
twin brother, Gary, Ian’s senior by 10 minutes. 
‘Gary comes from a management and service 
background so it made perfect sense to me to 
get him to take the reins, and help develop the 
business further. It was the best decision I ever 
made’, explains Ian. Being twins, Ian and Gary 
naturally look - and think - alike. ‘We both 
hate bad service’, says Gary, ‘so we always do 
our best to make customers feel at home on a 
subject many have little experience of’. 

Gary has introduced a new Loyalty Card 
scheme for all customers, and has taken 
over much of the running of the business 
now, to allow Ian to leave his other job and 
concentrate on growing more plants and 
helping customers. 

‘But I’m still struggling to come to terms with 
being told what to do by my little brother’, 
says Gary.

HERO COPS SAVE BABY'S 

LIFE ON BURGLARY CALL 

CONSTABLE ACTED AFTER SEEING MOTHER IN DISTRESS IN STREET 


A police constable who car¬ 
ried out vital first aid on a 
Northampton baby, has de¬ 
scribed the dramatic dash to 
hospital that saved her life. 

Pc Dec Gabriel, from North¬ 
amptonshire Police, was in 
a police car at a crime scene 
near Kingsley Park Terrace on 
Saturday night when he saw a 
woman in distress. 

He sprinted over and hav¬ 
ing been told the child was 
having breathing problems, 
he performed first aid be¬ 
fore rushing the baby named 
Chloe, to Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

He then went with her into 
A&E, where doctors said his 
actions had probably saved 
the 12-month-old’s life. 

Pc Gabriel, who has now 
been recommended for a com¬ 
mendation, told the Chron: “I 
saw this limp, lifeless girl, 
something I had never seen 
before in my life. 


“I put her on to her back 
and checked her airway and 
I saw her tongue had rolled 
back into her throat. 

“I reached in with my fin¬ 
ger and flipped it out the way.” 

What came next, he said, 
was “the best sound I’ve ever 
heard in my life”. 

Pc Gabriel said: “It was 
the sound of life. She was 
sick a little bit into my hand 
and did this wheezing cough 
but I thought that was unbe-

lievable. I knew she wasn’t 
out of the woods but, fingers 
crossed, she was going to be 
okay.” 

Pc Gabriel emphasised 
that, apart from the first aid, 
the life-saving operation had 
been a team effort. Pc Amy Di- 
ment, who went with him into 
the house, opened doors and 
cleared family members and 
objects from Pc Gabriel’s path 
so he could run to the car. 

He was then assisted in 
the car by Pc Aaron Cox. And 
it was Pc Andy Lee whose driv¬ 
ing got the car, under blue 
lights to NGH, in three min¬ 
utes. Reliving the dramatic 
journey, Pc Gabriel said: “She 
was cradled in my arms in the 
recovery position, in and out 
of consciousness. 

“I thought at that point I 
may be carrying a dead ba¬ 
by here. I was saying ‘Chloe, 
darling, please wake up, we 
are going to get you there. We 
are going to get you help’,” Pc 
Gabriel added.

Council set to bulldoze 
pensioner’s house 


An 83-year-old man will have 
to leave the village where he 
has lived for 50 years if North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
forces him to sell his house. 

The man’s son, Graham Crow, 
said his father is upset at the 
prospect of losing his home in 
Tom’s Close, Collingtree, one 
of 16 Airey houses in the street 
that the local authority is try¬ 
ing to compulsorily purchase. 

Council bosses said the 
houses, erected in the 1950s 
using prefabricated con¬ 
crete columns, were in disre¬ 
pair and have been classed as 
‘structurally defective’. 


Arrangements are already 
being made to demolish 11 
properties that stand empty 
and the council said it would 
consider imposing compul¬ 
sory purchase orders on the 
remaining five, if those living 
there refuse to move. 

But Mr Crow, the head of 
transport and travel at North¬ 
amptonshire Police, said his 
father, Richard, did not want 
to relocate and the price being 
offered would not be enough 
to buy a decent new property. 

He said: “Dad is devastat¬ 
ed and, to put it very bluntly, 
frightened.” 

The council has offered Ri¬ 


chard , a former master build¬ 
er, £122,000 for the house. 

Richard said: “He grew up 
in this village and worked all 
his working life here. 

“He doesn’t want to have 
to relocate into the town cen¬ 
tre and frankly he shouldn’t 
have to. 

“If they are privately- 
owned houses, why do they 
have to move? 

“Why can’t they knock 
down the empty homes and 
leave those left to get on with 
the rest of their lives.” 

In a letter to Collingtree 
Parish Council, the borough 
council’s cabinet member 


for housing, Councillor Mary 
Markham (Con, Obelisk) wrote 
that attempts to negotiate 
a price with the remaining 
homeowners were stalling be¬ 
cause of the “refusal of some of 
the owners to engage in direct 
discussions with the council 
or Northampton Partnership 
Homes [which now manages 
council housing].” 

Chairman of the parish 
council, Malcolm Brice, said: 
“We are sympathetic to the 
people living in Toms Close. 

“All we can do though is 
ask that the borough council 
comes to a solution soon,” he 
added. 


Council says1950s homes are too expensive to revamp 


Executive director of property 
services at Northampton Part¬ 
nership Homes, Ken Hopkins, 
said the houses, constructed 
in the 1940s had no mains gas, 
were very difficult to heat and 
were “extremely energy inef¬ 
ficient”. 


He said they were listed 
under the Defective Premis¬ 
es Act, which means a bank 
or building society would be 
unlikely to grant a mortgage 
on them, making their future 
sale very difficult. 

He said remedial structur¬ 


al works would cost around 
£80,000 each to bring them 
up to the Decent Homes 
standard, which compared 
with around £6,000 for work 
to update the average property 
in the council stock. 

“As the cost of renovation is 


so high it was decided to offer 
the tenants new homes to try 
to empty the properties and 
demolish them,” he said. 

“If this can be achieved, all 
the houses will be demolished 
and the land could be consid¬ 
ered for redevelopment.”

Food bank use doubles 



More and more people are receiving help from food banks but the Northampton branch is facing a funding crisis

Food bank managers have no 
idea where 3,000 Northamp¬ 
ton children will go for emer¬ 
gency handouts beyond this 
summer. 

The Northampton Food Bank 
gave emergency meals to 
8,500 different people last 
year, 3,000 of them children. 

But despite the fact that 
the number has doubled each 
year since 2012, and despite 
there being more people in 
need than the food bank can 
help, funds have almost run 
out. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council pledged two years of 
funding in 2013, but the food 
bank fears it is unlikely to be 


renewed. 

If funds are not found by 
April, the charity will have to 
give notice of closure. 

Anya Willis, the charity di¬ 
rector, said: “There is nobody 
in Northampton set to pick up 
the slack of benefits changes 
and it falls on a local charity 
to provide emergency relief 
when people can’t feed them¬ 
selves. 

“These are the people with 
nothing in their cupboard and 
nowhere to turn. 

“The food we hand out is 
Spam and pasta. 

“What will happen to those 
3,000 children if we aren’t 
here to fall back on? 

“Nobody has the answer to 


that question.” 

The charity’s funding from 
County Hall amounted to 
£51,000 of its £63,000 budg¬ 
et, with the rest made up from 
churches and modest busi¬ 
ness donations. 

But the Food Bank also 
needs to expand as well as em¬ 
ploy staffto reduce its reliance 
on volunteers. 

Mrs Willis said: “We are 
still applying to Comic Relief, 
Northamptonshire Commu¬ 
nity Foundation and Big Lot¬ 
tery, but we don’t have enough 
in the bank 

“We have to remain hope¬ 
ful. 

“We believe the good work 
we do will be recognised.” 


Parcels have doubled every year since launch 


In 2012, fewer than 1,000 
parcels were distributed by 
Northampton Food Bank. In 
2013,1,800 parcels were sent 
out and in 2014, 3,750 par¬ 
cels were delivered, reaching 
8,500 people in the last year, 
including over 3,000 children. 

Latest figures show it 


meets the immediate needs 
of 35 per cent of the children 
living in poverty in the town. 

The food bank tries to pro¬ 
mote self-reliance. Families 
have to be in extreme financial 
crisis to be eligible for a food 
parcel, and cannot receive 
more than five per year. It also 


wants to invest in services to 
make people self-reliant such 
as allotment, cookery and 
money management courses.

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Cat‘held down and 
shot with air rifle’ 



A cat has been left without an 
eye after it was believed to 
have been pinned down and 
shot at close range with an air 
rifle in a sickening attack in 
Northampton. 

Mickey, a three-year-old cat, 
was rushed to the vet’s after it 
returned to its home in Pine 
Ridge, Southfields, on Satur¬ 
day with serious head injuries. 

Its owner, Megan Calder, 
aged 27, said that due to the 
severity of the eye injury her 
pet had suffered, she origi¬ 
nally thought it had been hit 
by a car. 

However, when Mrs Calder 
took Mickey to the vet it was 
revealed that it had a metal 
pellet lodged in its skull, prob¬ 
ably fired from an air rifle or 
BBgun. 

She said: “It is disgusting 
that somebody could do this 
to a cat. 

“The vet said that the inju¬ 
ries were likely to have been 
caused by the pellet being 
fired at close range. 

“She said it was obviously a 
malicious thing where the gun 
has been fired while the cat’s 
face was being held.” 


Mrs Calder said Mickey 
was still suffering from the ef¬ 
fects of the traumatic attack 
and her six-year-old daughter, 
Summer, was also struggling 
to understand what had hap¬ 
pened to the family pet. # 

She said: “My daughter 
sees the cat as a brother to her. 

“Since he came back from 
the vets, she is a bit scared 
with him and Mickey is a bit 
more fearful.

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Church puts in new 
bid for demolition 


A church in Northampton has 
submitted plans to demolish 
its existing building and re¬ 
place it with a community cen¬ 
tre and a place of worship. 

Broadmead Baptist Church, 
in Broadmead Avenue, Abing- 
ton, has renewed its bid for 
the scheme three years after 
it was first approved by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council. 

But the church has strug¬ 
gled to raise enough funds 
to meet construction costs, 
which will total about £2.5 
million, and has had to reap¬ 
ply before the windowfor con¬ 
struction that was granted in 
2012 expires. So far parishion¬ 
er donations, fund-raising and 
grants have totalled £500,000. 

The application is almost 
identical to the original one, 
except for the moving of one 
wall and the church would 
ideally like to knock down its 
building in July next year then 
open the new one in Septem¬ 
ber 2017. In the application 
design statement, Espresso 
Architecture said the nurs¬ 
ery, Broadmead Money Advice

resubmitted plans to expand as it bids to raise the £2.5 million needed 


Centre and place of worship 
will be replaced and there will 
be extra space for community 
activities. These may include 
extended coffee mornings, ex¬ 
panded youth work service or 
advice, counselling and drop- 
in facilities for the elderly. 

The application says: “The 
existing buildings have oc¬ 
cupied the site for more than 
90 years, however in recent 
years the building format has 
become inadequate to serve 
the requirements of a modern 
church and its associated ac¬ 
tivities. The proposal seeks to 
construct a two-storey mixed-

use community and church 
building answering all the 
needs of a modern church and 
requirements of Oftsed for a 
nursery.” 

As well as being out of date, 
it is said to restrict the size of 
Sunday congregations and 
limits the number of com¬ 
munity activities. The plan 
includes a new nursery for 35 
children, which will operate 
during the working day. 

Karen Coleman, opera¬ 
tions manager, said: “We are a 
growing church and we would 
like something fit for the mod¬ 
ern church.”

Real winner for ‘the men’ 


Peugeot’s new, go-faster 
version of its well-received 
308 range is unreal; at least 
it exhibits virtual unreality, 
which a budding owner is 
going to enjoy. 

And it is likely to be “him”, 
with the vast majority of us¬ 
ers set to be chaps, with an av¬ 
erage age of 47. 

That’s how precisely Peu¬ 
geot has researched the likely 
wheel winder for the pumped- 
up petrol and diesels power¬ 
ing the 308 GT, available in 
five-door hatch or spacious 
estate car form, from £24,095 
for the 1.6 litre petrol hatch. 


You can tell the GT apart 
from more humble versions 
by its fancy alloy wheels, radia¬ 
tor grille and big air intakes, 
and that means the fog lights 
have had to go. 

Inside, there’s the usual 
GT upgrade kit that takes in 
lots of black trim, stitched 
in nicely contrasting red, 
foot pedals wrapped in alloy, 
and a chunky leather-bound 
steering wheel.
